sprinkle with sugar and a little cin1a-: 
mon, Repeat twice, The dish should 
be nearly tull when all the apples and 
sugar are ‘in. ; 

Cover with a crust of short biscuit 
dough and fit neatly over the edges of. 
the dish. A’ good recipe for the biso1t 
requires two cups of flour sifted with 
four teaspoons baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon salt and two. tablespoons 
sugar mixed with three-fourths cup 
milk and then with two tablespoons 
melted shortening. Roll out deftly on 
a floured board. 

Bake the pandowdy in a moderate 
oven until the crust is brown and the 
apples tender and sweet, from half to 
three-quarters of an hour. 

To serve, loosen the crust from tae 
baking dish and place a large platter 
over the pie and invert. The apples 
will rest upon the crusty foundation.

N the expositions of another day, 

] when the artist-decorator sought a 

worthy medium for the expression 
of his—or her—skill, nothing less than 
the drawing room, an imposing library, 
an elaborate boudoir seemed to quite 
Till the bill. 

But of late we find attehtion centres 
with strong emphasis upon.the plain 
bedroom. Although, to be sure, in the 
modern manner the word “plain” has 
no meagre meaning! The most luxuri- 
ous schemes are extremely stmple—but 
they rely on rare beauty of the wood, 
exquisite quality in fabrics and sophis- 
ticated color harmonies for their ef- 
fectiveness. 

Modern furniture, too, has steadied 
down and is more consistent in design. 
Beds are low and broad and command- 
ing. Dressing tables are no spindling 
affairs, but marvels of convenience 
with plain and very handsome mirrors 
dominating their designs. Often an en- 
tire corner in the bedroom will be 
turned into a mirrored dressing table 
of triangular lines, with shelves and 
sides of mirror glass and very charm- 
ing touches of silver in the metal 
framework supporting them. 

Of frills and furbelows we find 
scarcely any. Now and then the win- 
dow in a girl's bedroom will be cur. 
tained from ceiling to floor with bil- 
jowing draperies of silk gauze that 
is ruffled; but for the most part the 
lines of curtains are plain; there is 
an absence of that sort of adornment 
achieved through the valance and the 
fluted edge. 

Merely by a modern method of hang- 
ing the draperies, the use of a modern 
coverlet and a modernistic rug, the 
bedroom illustrated has been brought 
up-to-date, although its furniture has 
not been changed to suit strictly mod- 
ernist designs. 

All tones of brown, shading from 
ecru into the deepest, richest colors, 
are represented in the room. The 
walls are covered with a new paper 


in vertical blendings of pale ecru deep- 
ening into the lightest color found in 
the furniture, which is of American 
walnut in three tones of brown, 

The draperies are of heavy, lustrous 
brown silk; the spread of gleaming 
satin in several shades of brown. 
Hand-tufted scatter rugs over the dark 
brown carpet show motifs in various 
shades of brown upon a light-toned 
centre, and the deep fringe -is also 
dark brown. Chairs and the bench are 
covered in light-brown damask. 

In this room the problem was that 
of using a number of pieces of furni- 
ture on hand, and overcoming un- 
sightly doors and windows which 


could not be removed or changed.’ 


Both points were worked out very clev- 
erly through the wall treatment and 
imposing hangings arranged to pull at 
night. ' 

After the decoration problems of the 
modern bedroom have been satisfied 
there are many other interesting 
points to think ‘about, For cre, the 
question of the.new bedding, which 
begins with the mattress and works 
its way up through sheets and blan- 
kets and comforts to the new cover- 
lets which differ radically from those 
that have gone before. 

If one is seeking a comfortable mat- 
tress, that should suggest the type 
whose inner springs are made of hun- 
dreds of little round coils encased in 
a muslin’ wrapping, on top of which 
is spread thick layers of first quality 
hair, or felt. The hair is softest, but 


both mattresses are ‘divinely com{fort-, 


able, and are so constructed that they 
will neyer sag. 

Very few striped tickings are being 
used these days. The new materials 
are gay and decorative and should bar- 
monize with the’ color sacheme.of the 
bedrcom. They are of cdtton damask, 
sateen, and some come in’ modernistic¢ 
materials. Pillows of finest down are 
covered in matching damask, plain 
gateen and pastel shades of satin. _Bed 
Pads are also made in delicate Pastel 
shades. 

Then comes the art of bed-making, 
which is indeed an art. We all know 
the joy of climbing in between two 
immaculate sheets, stretched smooth 
and taut over the mattress. 

This comfort is doubled if there is 
Plenty of length to permit tucking the 
lower sheet in under, and to turn the

upper one down generously over the 
blankets and coverlet. 


Housekeeping experts and health 
authorities agree that for cleanliness 
sake, for hygienic reasons, and for pure 
comfort the proper and destrable length 
for sheets is 108 inches. The width 
should allow the sheet to.tome well 
over the sides of the bed; certainly 
sheets should be as wide or wider than 
the blankets. . 


A third sheet used over the bedding 
and beneath the coverlet is a great pro- 
tection to the bedding, and adds to the 
feeling of freshness so comforting to 
the sleeper. 


And modern sheets and pillow cases 
are cclorful—tinted as daintily as 
flower petals in pastel shades of soft 
cloud blue, mauve, spring green, maize, 
flesh or rose to harmonize with mod- 
ern color schemes for. the bedroom, 
Snowy white bed linens are, of course, 
as correct as they ever were—and 
many prefer them to the tinted vari- 
ety. But whether she chooses white 
or one of the delicate shades so much 
the fashion—the modern housekeeper 
takes special pride in her supply of 
good cotton shects and pillow cases, 

Next come the modern blankets, 
where the ensemble idea has estab- 
lished itself, the new plan being to 
have one heavy double blanket. bound 
with satin ribbon and one blaniet of 
lighter weave which can be used as a 
between-season blanket and, when 
cold weather comes, as a third blanket 
in combération with the heavy pair. 
Of necessity the three must be alike— 
to be really .smart, 

Colors in the ensemble sets are green 
and peach, rose and blue, apricot and 
gold,. orchid and apricot, brown and 
apricot—the newest blankets showing 
one color on one side and a con: 
ing color on the reverse. And ribbon 
binding is in two tones—or half and 

alf—folded exactly, so ihat in viewing 
it from one side no trace of its second 
color is visible. 


The story of the new comfortables 
would fill an entire chapter by itself, 
When thermometers begin to register 
winter, we shall have more to say about 
them. Just now the thought of a 
blanket is more than sufficient! 


Of coverlets or spreads we might 
say the most modern things are done 
in lustrous fabrics—the. satins and 
rayon weaves with silken threads glint-

ing through in modernistic patterns. 
Another novelty is the hand-bliccked 
linen spread showing modernistic mo- 
tifs printed in colors on an ecru 
ground. These spreads used in con- 
junction with plain. colored draperies 
and tinted walls are most effective. 

Plain colored heavy linens in high 
shades of orange, blue, green and lav- 
ender with welted seams and bindings 
in contrasting color also make smart 
spreads. Dresser sets to match come 
in the heavier weaves as well as in 
beautiful handkerchief linens with 
modernistic motifs appliqued in the 
same color. 

It is always interesting to bring 
freshness, the inspiration of things that 
are new, into rooms that have seen 
service in past seasons. But -most of 
us hesitate to dispose of good furni- 
ture and equipment merely to satisfy 
the whim for a change. For us, then, 
the modern additions outlined, and the 
original treatment of the room photo- 
graphed, should give many a hint for 
improvements that will impose but a 
small tax on the pocketbook.
